Under the terms of the pro- 
posed agreement, the city would 
transfer ownership of the former 
Koetting Ford property at 1837 
Madison Avenue to Granite Inc. 
in exchange for ownership of 
three parcels along 18th Street 
currently owned by Granite Inc. 

‘All of the property involved is 
located in the city’s downtown 
tax increment finance district. 


According to a proposal by 
Dempsey and Adams, the move 
is expected to increase sales for 
the Granite Inc. companies by $2 
million by 1999. That would 
require Granite Inc. to hire an

He said that since the service 
was discontinued, private sewer 
cleaning businesses have 
damaged the city’s sewer lines, 
leaving the city with hefty repair 
bills. ‘They dig up the ground 
and damage the tap-on and we 
have to fix it,” Warfield said. 

“If we resume the service, I 
think we should require the 
homeowner to sign a 
hold-harmless agreement in case 
there is any question of 
damage,” Selph said. 

Street Superintendent Clayton 
“Jug”’ Harrison said that he 
would need additional manpower

New AIDS. cases show drop here 


SPRINGFIELD — New reported AIDS cas- 
es dropped 54 percent last year in Madison 
County but rose 3 percent throughout the 


* state, according to the Illinois Department of 


Public Health. 


There were 11 new AIDS cases reported in 
Madison County, 13 less than those reported 
a ees here were 3,118 new AIDS cases 
reported last year in Illinois, 
reports , up from 3,024 

“Education plays a key role in fightin 
AIDS. We have a_wonderful ecuiention ore 
gram in Madison County,’' Deana Croffoot, a 
Caseworker at the AIDS Program of Madison 
County, said. ‘Education is the only preven- 
Hon we nae: at this time.”” 

espite the drop in reported cases, the 
Madison’ County agency continues to grow, 
Croffoot said. Her caseload has more than 
doubled since November. 

Possible reasons may be that more people 
are finding out about the agency’s services 


or they are coming to terms with their ill- 
ness and starting to seek help, she said. 

Illinois has reported 14,299 AIDS cases 
since 1981 — the sixth highest total in the 
country. 

The Public Health Departrhent also report- 
ed that HIV infection was the second leading 
killer of young Illinois adults in 1993, the 
most recent year for which complete death 
statistics are available. 

Unintentional injuries, the leading cause of 
death for Illinoisans age 25 to 44, claimed 953 
lives; AIDS claimed 929 in that group. Since 
AIDS has an incubation riod of about 10 
years, many of those adults who died proba- 
bly were infected when they were teen-agers, 
Croffoot said. 

“It is hard to get education into schools 
because you can’t talk about AIDS without 
talking about sex,’’ Croffoot said. ‘‘But kids 
need to get the facts from the ground floor 
up so they can make informed decisions.”’ 





State sees slight rise 


New cases dropped 54 percent in 1994 in 
Madison County. 

New cases rose 3 percent throughout the 
state. 

Downstate counties reported a 26 per- 
cent drop in AIDS cases. 

Cases involving heterosexual contact 
increased 41 percent from 1993. 

For the second year in a row, less than 
half of the new cases were linked to male 
homosexual or bisexual behavior. 

‘The metropolitan Chicago area saw an 8 
percent increase.

On Monday the Associated 
Press reported Missourj Attor- 
ney General Jay Nixon is 
reviewing the sale because it 
would give Schnuck control of 
more than half of the chain 
supermarkets in the St. Louis 
area.

— Thinking back 
to the person 
she used to be 


Late one recent gray January 
afternoon, I renewed, briefly, 
acquaintance with someone I 
think of only now and again, one 

- of the persons I used to be. 

A friend and I were engaged 
in one of those rambling cocktail 
hour conversations that had 
started with a mutual damning 
of a guy we both consider an 
arrogant, egotistical, generally 
offensive airhead. 

He told me a genuinely funny 
joke and then asked if I'd read a 
feature story on time travel in 
Sunday’s paper. I had and we 
talked about it briefly, 
particularly the short 
man-on-the-street interviews in 
which half a dozen people told a 
reporter where (and in what 
time period) they'd like to go if 
it were possible to travel 
backward or forward in time — 
and why they’d chose the time 
and place 

None of them had chosen to 
travel to the future and we both 
decided that we wouldn’t make 
that choice either. One of the 
interviewees had chosen the late 
1920s to witness the explosions of 
technology and the atmosphere 
at the end of the Roarin;

“The people of Sandweiler 
paid for our entire trip. The 
woman who headed the 
committee, Irene 
Meysembourg, invited us to 
stay in her home; she took us 
to church with her and 
introduced us to the priest,”’ 
she said. ‘‘It was 
unbelievable, they were so 
thankful."" 

Eleanore Passet, Irene’s 
sister-in-law who had married 
Joseph in December of 1940 
before he was drafted, was 
also invited for a week of 
receptions, presentations and 
dinners. She now lives in 
Bland, Mo. 


“He was born in Collinsville 
and we had never seen where 
he died, until now,” Irene 
said 

The Passet family was 
living on Keebler when 
Joseph, the third child and 
first boy, was born on Nov. 1, 
1917. Irene was born 15 
months later. 

“There were six of us, 
three boys and three girls. 
I'm the only one living,”’ she 
said 

The family moved to 
DeSoto, Mo., for a few years, 
but returned to live in 
Collinsville 

“My mother had passed 
away in November, 1941, and 
we finally talked my dad into 
moving, back,’” she said. 

Irene worked in a small 
armament plant on 
Goodfellow Street in St. 
Louis, and Joseph entered
